BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) - 
UN Secretary General Ban Ki- 
moon on Sunday closed out 
his trip to Colombia with a 
visit to several UN-sponsored 
projects aimed at improving 
living conditions in the work¬ 
ing-class Bogota suburb of 
Soacha. 

Ban took part in the inau- 
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guration of a UN-funded 
school for 200 children dis¬ 
placed by the more than four 
decades of civil strife that only 
ended in the past decade. 

’’The UN is committed to 
working with you to help im¬ 
prove your lives,” Ban told 
residents, adding that ’’Soacha 
represents all the problems 
Colombia has — poverty, (lack 
of) education and basic sanita¬ 
tion, violence, and inequality.” 

The Secretary General re¬ 
called his own childhood, and 
his displacement when war 
broke out between North and 
South Korea. 

"When I was a young boy 
in South Korea, my life was 
much more difficult than 
yours. I was one of the dis¬ 
placed,” he explained ”1 lost 
my home, there was no school, 
no water, no electricity, no 
sanitation, nothing to eat,” he 


said. 

"When I went to school the 
were no classroom. We stud¬ 
ied on the ground. All the text 
books and pencils were do¬ 
nated by the UN. Now, you 
have a secretary general of the 
UN who had as difficult a life 
as you in my youth.” 

Ban's visit to Colombia, 
where he won backing for his 
second five-year term, is part 
of a South American tour that 
will also take him to Ar¬ 
gentina, Uruguay and Brazil. 

Ban, who is expected to be 
approved for a second term by 
the 192-member UN General 
Assembly before the end of 
the month, leaves Bogota at 
2100H GMT Sunday for 
Buenos Aires. 

His visit was the first by a 
UN chief since Javier Perez de 
Cuellar made a trip to Colom¬ 
bia in 1990. 


Couple charged with fencing 
stolen Picassos: report

NICE, France (AFP) - Police 
have charged a retired electri¬ 
cian and his wife with stashing 
271 stolen Picasso artworks in 
their garage, a newspaper re¬ 
ported Sunday. 

Pierre Le Guennec, 71, was 
caught and sued along with his 
wife when he contacted the 
late Spanish painter's estate 
seeking to authenticate the 
works, which he had kept in 


his garage for nearly 40 years, 
Le Monde newspaper said. 

The local public prosecu¬ 
tors's office declined to con¬ 
firm the report to AFP and Fe 
Guennec and his lawyer could 
not be reached for comment. 

The report said Le Guennec 
claimed Picasso and his wife 
and muse Jacqueline had per¬ 
sonally given him the works 
when he was working at their 
farmhouse in Mougins, not far 
from his own home in 
Mouans-Sartoux, southeastern 
France. 

Investigators found how¬ 
ever that some of the works — 
which include collages, 
sketches and prints — disap¬ 
peared from another location, 
Le Monde said. They seized 
the works and charged the 
couple with handling stolen 
goods.

E. coli death toll reaches 35; 
Germany warns of more 


BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - 
The death toll from a killer 
bug outbreak centred on Ger¬ 
many rose Sunday to at least 
35 as the government warned 
of more to come. 

"More fatalities cannot be 
ruled out, painful though it is 
to say so,” Health Minister 
Daniel Bahr told the Bild am 
Sonntag newspaper. 

The Robert Koch Institute 
(RKI), Germany's national dis¬ 
ease agency, said Sunday 
meanwhile that the death toll 
had risen to 35, but that the 
rate of new infections had con¬ 
tinued to abate. 

All but one of the 35 deaths 
from EHEC poisoning have 
been in Germany, with the 
other being a woman in Swe¬ 
den who had recently travelled 
to Germany. 

Some 3,255 people have 
also fallen sick in 14 European 
countries plus the United 
States and Canada, according 


to the World Health Organisa¬ 
tion. All but five cases were in 
people who lived or had vis¬ 
ited Germany. 

Many are seriously ill with 
bloody diarrhoea and poten¬ 
tially life-threatening condi¬ 
tions such as haemolytic 
uraemic syndrome (HUS), a 
serious kidney ailment. 

In Germany, some 100 pa¬ 
tients have such bad kidney 
damage that they need an 
organ transplant "or will re¬ 
quire dialysis treatment for the 
rest of their lives”, said Karl 
Lauterbach, health expert for 
the Social Democrats party. 

After several frantic weeks 
of searching, German authori¬ 
ties on Friday said they had 
identified the source as being 
vegetable sprouts from an or¬ 
ganic farm in Lower Saxony, 
northern Germany. 

The farm has been closed 
and all its products recalled.

As a result of his efforts and 
research on the issue of obe¬ 
sity and his work on promot¬ 
ing the prevention of obesity, 
Minister Richard Visser was 
invited by PAHO’s director 
Mrs. Mirta Roses to attend a 
meeting next week to discuss 
the “Aruba Declaration on 
Obesity” with First Lady 
Michelle Obama in Washing¬ 
ton. 

White House representative 
Mrs. Shellie Pfojl was as¬ 
signed the position of execu¬ 
tive director of the counsel on 
fitness, athletics and nutrition 
of the President of the USA. 
Her presence on Aruba for the 
conference just held here was 
indicative of the importance 
and attention that the “Aruba 
Declaration” is receiving from 
the American government. 


Introducing an educational 
program as one of the offer¬ 
ings of the IPA (school for the 
preparation of teachers - 
Aruba Pedagogical Institute), 
was to ensure that from an 
early age our children would 
be taught by professionals the 
importance of fitness and 
health. 

The government had given 
the IPA the mandate to pro¬ 


ceed in the preparation of a 
specialized program on fitness 
and health....’’Movecion y 
Salud.” 

At the end of academic 
year 2010-2011 some 8 stu¬ 
dents of the IPA will graduate 
with a degree in “Movecion y 
Salud” who will subsequently 
be employed in various pri¬ 
mary schools. However, the 
stark reality is that these 8 
candidates will not be enough 


to supply the 40 or more pri¬ 
mary schools on the island. 
IDEFRE has trained some 18 
health instructors who were 
certified to teach classes in fit¬ 
ness and mobility in our pri¬ 
mary schools. The hope is that 
if these certified instructors 
are qualified to enroll in the 
IPA program this may be a 
practical solution to the situa¬ 
tion and a guarantee that in 
less than four years more 
schools will have qualified 
teachers for our primary 
schools. 

The “Movecion Y Salud” 
IPA major would also afford 
athletic leaders with college 
training who are unemployed 
to enroll in this program and 
be certified as teachers who 
would then also enter the pri¬ 
mary schools with their ex¬ 
pertise. 

It is being rumored that 
IPA will not be authorized to 
begin a 2nd group of students 
in the “Movecion y Salud” 


major this new academic year 
2011-2012. Obviously, this 
would lead to the fact that 
Aruba would not be able to 
adequately address the grow¬ 
ing problem of infantile obe¬ 
sity. 

Athletics would also loose 
the opportunity to be sup¬ 
ported by specialized primary 
teachers of athletics. The ath¬ 
letic school competitions as 
well as organized infantile 
athletics will see an increase 
in participation as a result of 
having qualified teachers es¬ 
pecially for school athletics. 
So that, if this program is not 
authorized to continue, here 
too we will experience a 
tremendous set back. 

The Minister of Public 
Health and the IDEFRE sup¬ 
port a continuation of this 
major at the IPA. Hence, they 
urge the Minister of Education 
to consider all the options to 
not discontinue this special¬ 
ized major.

Facebook tests real-time update feature 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Facebook on Friday said it is 
dabbling with a Twitter-like 
feature that alerts members in 
real time to what their friends 
are up to on the social net¬ 
work. 

The feature, reportedly 
called "Happening Now," is 
being tried by a "fraction of a 
percent" of Facebook's more 


than 600 million members, 
according to the world's lead¬ 
ing online social network. 

"We are currently testing a 
feature within News Feed 
that gives people the ability 
to see what their friends are 
commenting on and 'liking,' 
as these actions are being 
taken on Facebook," the Cal¬ 
ifornia company said in an 


email reply to an AFP in¬ 
quiry. 

"In the coming weeks, as 
we learn more from this test, 
we'll keep making improve¬ 
ments and may expand it to 
more people." 

The feature was seen by 
some as a potential challenge 
to global microblogging serv¬ 
ice Twitter, which lets people 
share what they are thinking, 
doing, or seeing instantly in 
messages of 140 or fewer 
characters.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Apple, in a move hailed by a 
group of US senators, has 
agreed not to allow any new 
iPhone applications in the 
App Store that identify police 
drunk-driving checkpoints. 

The group of enators 
urged Apple, Blackberry 
maker Research In Motion 
and Google in March to ban 
smartphone applications that 
could help intoxicated drivers 
avoid police. 

The Canada-based RIM 


immediately complied but 
Apple and Google initially 
refused. 

Apple, however, changed 
its App Store guidelines this 
week to ban future applica¬ 
tions that contain information 
on drunk-driving checkpoints 
not published by the police. 

The senators praised the 
move but expressed disap¬ 
pointment that the California 
gadget-maker had declined to 
remove existing applications 
from the App Store.

Human evolution slower than thought, 
say scientists 


PARIS (AFP) Humans may 
be evolving a third as slowly 
as commonly thought, ac¬ 
cording to an investigation 
into genetic changes in two 
generations of families. 

The genetic code com¬ 
prises six billion nucleotides, 
or building blocks of DNA, 
half of which come from 
each parent. 

Until now, the conven¬ 
tional theory among scien¬ 
tists was that parents each 
contribute between 100 and 
200 changes in these nu¬ 
cleotides. 

But the new study says that 
far fewer changes occur. Each 
parent hands on 30 on average. 

"In principle, evolution is 
happening a third as slowly 


as previous thought," said 
Philip Awadalla of the Uni¬ 
versity of Montreal, who led 
the study by the CARTa- 
GENE group. 

The discovery came from 
a painstaking look at the 
genomes of two families, 
each comprising a mother, a 
father and their child. 

The study breaks new 
ground although its sample 
size is very small. 

If confirmed on a wider 
scale, it will have a bearing 
on the chronology of evolu¬ 
tion. It would change the way 
we calculate the number of 
generations that separate 
Homo sapiens from a primate 
forebear who is also the an¬ 
cestor of the apes. 


The study also challenged 
thinking about whether DNA 
changes are more likely to be 
handed on by the father or by 
the mother. 

The mainstream notion is 
that DNA changes — known 
in scientific terms as muta¬ 
tions — are likelier to be 
transmitted by the man. 

This is because mutations 
occur during cell division and 
DNA replication, and thus are 
much likelier to happen in 
sperm, for which many mil¬ 
lions are made, than in eggs. 

In one of the families, 92 
percent of the changes were 
derived from the father. 

But in the other family, only 
36 percent of the mutations 
came from the paternal side.

Taiwan orders recall of Glaxo 
children's drug: report 



TAIPEI, Taiwan (AFP) - Tai¬ 
wan has ordered pharmaceu¬ 
tical giant GlaxoSmithKline 
to recall an antibiotic used to 
treat infections in children for 
containing a chemical addi¬ 
tive, a report said. 

The Department of Health 
was prompted to order the re¬ 
call of Augmentin antibiotic 
syrup produced following a 


similar move in Hong 
Kong, said the TVBS 
cable news channel. 

Health authorities 
earlier this week rec¬ 
ommended local hos¬ 
pitals to stop 
prescribing Augmentin 
after traces of a plasti¬ 
ciser known as Di- 
isodecyl phthalate 
(DIDP) were found in 
the drug, it said. 

Kong Kong ordered a re¬ 
call on Friday after tests re¬ 
vealed that Augmentin 
produced by the British firm's 
French factory contained an 
unsafe level of DIDP. 

The drugs maker is the lat¬ 
est company to become em¬ 
broiled in a scare over 
plasticisers — chemicals used 
to make plastic pliable — with 


Hong Kong recently banning 
several Taiwanese drinks 
after tests showed they were 
tainted with excessive 
amounts of another plasti¬ 
ciser. 

Taiwan has issued a major 
recall of products, including 
nearly half a million bottles 
of sports drinks and fruit 
juice, over fears they con¬ 
tained the chemical DEHP, 
which can cause hormone 
malfunctions in children. 

The authorities on week¬ 
end destroyed at least 12 
tonnes of tainted products 
confiscated in recent weeks 
to show their determination 
to uphold food safety, offi¬ 
cials said. 

Health officials were not 
immediately available to 
comment on the report. 


Meditation May Help Wbmen 
Cope With Hot Flashes 



— An easy-to-learn meditation 
technique can help ease the 
hot flashes, night sweats and 
insomnia of menopause, a 
new study says. 

The University of Massa¬ 
chusetts research showed that 
mindfulness training, based 
on a Buddhist meditation con¬ 
cept, reduced the distress as¬ 
sociated with hot flashes and 
improved physical, psychoso¬ 
cial and sexual functioning. 

"The findings are impor¬ 
tant because hormone replace¬ 
ment therapy, used to treat 
menopause symptoms in the 
past, has been associated with 
health risks," said study au¬ 


thor James Carmody, an as¬ 
sociate professor of medicine 
in the division of preventive 
and behavioral medicine. 

About 40 percent of 
menopausal women suffer 
from hot flashes and night 
sweats, which undermine 
their quality of life, the re¬ 
searchers noted. But since 
hormone replacement ther¬ 
apy has been linked with an 
increased risk of heart dis¬ 
ease, breast cancer and 
stroke, Carmody observed 
that "not only are women 
looking for alternative treat¬ 
ments, it is an NIH (National 
Institutes of Health) priority to 
find behavioral treatments." 

No other treatment has 
been found to substitute for 


hormone therapy, according to 
the study, but mindfulness 
training appears to allow 
women to be "less reactive" to 
menopausal symptoms. 

Mindfulness therapy helps 
focus on the present. Practi¬ 
tioners avoid making judg¬ 
ments and simply accept 
whatever is passing through 
their mind while focusing on 
each breath. The technique is 
not difficult to learn, but re¬ 
quires some discipline in the 
beginning, experts noted. 

The researchers aimed to 
influence women's reaction to 
their symptoms, "including 
psychological distress, social 
embarrassment and anxi¬ 
ety. "Carmody explained.

pendence of the Philippine Is¬ 
lands from the colonial rule of 
Spain, which had been re¬ 
cently defeated at the Battle of 
Manila Bay during the Span¬ 
ish-American War. 

Aruba’s Filipino commu¬ 
nity marked the day with their 
compatriots around the world 
by first placing bouquets at the 
foot of the statue of Queen 
Wilhelmina that stands in the 
park. Aruba’s Prime Minister 
Mike Eman joined the proces¬ 
sion, on behalf of the govern¬ 
ment, sharing their honor with 
Miss Philippines Aruba. 

The Prime Minister came 
to the podium to wish the 
gathering congratulations in 
Tagalo, their most prominent 
native language, and extolled 
the virtues of the Filipinos 
who have proved such an 
asset to the Aruban work 
force, and become an integral 
part of the island community. 
“The Philippine people have 
looked at the world as a global 
village,” he said, “they have 
sought in other people new 
friends, new people with 
which to build a better future.”

The formal portion of the

One of the most thought-pro¬ 
voking and poignant entries 
in a AIFF, which offers a full 
week of ground-breaking cin¬ 
ema, is “Coffee Project,” a 
cooperative Israeli-Palestin- 
ian effort originally produced 
for the bi-annual Interna¬ 
tional Student Film Festival 
conduct by Tel Aviv Univer¬ 
sity. It consists of eight vig¬ 
nettes created by four Israeli 
and four Palestinian direc¬ 
tors, examining life in the 
strife-ridden area from both

CAIRO, Egypt (AFP) - 
French Finance Minister 
Christine Fagarde, who has 
been on a whirlwind tour 
touting her credentials to 
head the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund, on Sunday won 
the backing of Egypt, Indone¬ 


sia and the UAE. 

In Cairo, Foreign Minister 
Nabil al-Arabi announced 
Egypt's support for Fagarde, 
who is running against Mex¬ 
ico's central bank chief 
Agustin Carstens and dark 
horse candidate Stanley Fis¬ 


cher, governor of the Bank of 
Israel. 

The French minister said 
she was pleased with the 
"very affirmative" support 
she received. 

"In this region, I have the 
honour of being supported by 
Bahrain, and of having the 
support of other Arab coun¬ 
tries that have expressed 
themselves," she told re¬ 
porters. 

She said earlier that she 
was "confident" of her 
chances of heading the IMF, 
while declining to comment 
on her Israeli rival for the 
post saying only: "He has 
past experience as the num¬ 
ber two at the IMF... Every¬ 
body is free to file a 
candidacy." 

Despite a whirlwind world 
tour that has taken her from 
Brasilia to Beijing via New 
Delhi, Fagarde has failed to 
lock official backing from 
emerging powers in the race 
to become managing director 
of the world's crisis lender.

Regional rival Virgin Aus¬ 
tralia said it was suspending 
all domestic and international 
flights to and from Melbourne 
from Sunday, after cancelling 
five flights between Australia 
and New Zealand earlier in 
the day. 


Bid to block Toronto 
exchange merger 
gathers steam 


MONTREAL,Canada (AFP) - 
A Canadian consortium seek¬ 
ing to block the merger of the 
Toronto and London Stock Ex¬ 
changes said Sunday four more 
Canadian financial institutions 
had joined its bid to acquire the 
Toronto exchange. 

The four new investors in 
the Maple consortium of Cana¬ 
dian banks and financial com¬ 
panies were Desjardins 
Financial Group, Dundee Cap¬ 
ital Markets, GMP Capital Inc. 
and Manulife Financial, Maple 
said in a statement. 

Maple has put together a 
3.6-billion-dollar bid to buy 
TMX Group, which operates 
the Toronto and Montreal stock 
markets, to try to block a 


merger with the London Stock 
Exchange, which runs stock 
markets in London and Milan. 

"The participation of Des¬ 
jardins, Dundee, GMP and 
Manulife is another clear indi¬ 
cation that our offer for TMX 
Group is superior to the LSE 
takeover plan, and that our vi¬ 
sion for an integrated exchange 
provides a better way forward 
for Canada's capital markets," 
said Luc Bertrand, speaking 
for Maple. 

The LSE early this year an¬ 
nounced plans to take over 
TMX with a view to creating a 
global giant rivaling NYSE 
Euronext and Deutsche 
Boerse, which are also trying 
to merge their operations. 


Israel's Fischer in 


race for top IMF job 


JERUSALEM, Israel (AFP) - 
Bank of Israel Governor Stan¬ 
ley Fischer announced he was 
in the race to become the next 
head of the International Mon¬ 
etary Fund. 

Fischer, 67, is a widely re¬ 
spected economist credited 
with successfully guiding Is¬ 
rael's economy through the 
global crisis. 

He is nevertheless some¬ 
thing of a dark-horse candi¬ 
date, as France's Christine 
Lagarde and Mexico's Agustin 
Carstens are generally consid¬ 
ered the leading contenders. 

Israel's Finance Minister 
Yuval Steinitz said he would 
be backing Fischer's candi¬ 
dacy. 

The 24-member executive 
board, representing all the 
IMF's members, has targeted 
the end of June to reach a con¬ 
sensus on one of the candi¬ 



dates, which is how it has de¬ 
cided the issue in the past. 

Commentators said Fischer 
was likely hoping he could be 
a compromise candidate, 
should the delegates become 
deadlocked over the other 
two. 

One possible stumbling 
block could be his age. Fis¬ 
cher will be 68 in October and 
IMF regulations call for a can¬ 
didate under 65. 

His ties to Israel could also 
prove unpopular in the Arab 
world.

The 
seafood salad is served with a 
fresh-baked piadina, a huge, 
crusty puff of bread that you 
break up and use to scoop up 
this delectable mix of shell¬ 
fish, arugula and other tasty 
items we failed to identify, 
but nonetheless enjoyed im¬ 
mensely, seasoned to perfec¬ 
tion.

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Panama shock USA, 
reach CONCACAF Gold 
Cup quarters 


TAMPA, Florida (AFP) - 
Panama have ended the 
United States' 26-game un¬ 
beaten run in group play at 
the Gold Cup, downing the 
US 2-1 to book a quarter¬ 
final berth in the regional 
football championship. 

Luis Tejada scored in the 
19th minute and Gabriel 
Gomez converted a penalty in 
the 36th for Panama, who 
posted their first victory in nine 
meetings with a US side that 
had never lost a match in the 
group stage of any Gold Cup. 

Clarence Goodson pulled 
a goal back for the Americans 
in the 67th minute. But at the 
end of the night, Panama 
topped Group C with six 
points followed by the United 
States and Canada both on 
three. 

The United States can still 


reach the knockout stage, 
with the top two teams from 
each of the three groups as¬ 
sured of quarter-final spots. 

In the day's other Group C 
encounter, Dwayne De 
Rosario's penalty in the 51st 
minute gave Canada a 1-0 
victory over 10-man Guade¬ 
loupe. 

Group C action will con¬ 
clude in Kansas City on 
Tuesday, when the United 
States wil face Guadeloupe 
and Canada play Panama. 

With the victory over 
Guadeloupe, Canada also 
preserved their hopes of ad¬ 
vancing. In addition to the 
top two from each group, the 
two best third-placed teams 
go through. 

The Gold Cup winners se¬ 
cure a berth in the 2013 FIFA 
Confederations Cup. 


India to try new players 
against wobbly West Indies 


NORTH SOUND (AFP) - 
India can close on a clean 
sweep against the West Indies 
with victory in the fourth one- 
day international of the five- 
match series here today. 

But their captain Suresh 
Raina has strongly hinted that 
they are likely to give a few 
more players exposure in the 
match at the Vivian Richards 
Cricket Ground. 

The Indians took an un¬ 
beatable 3-0 lead in the series 
following a three-wicket vic¬ 
tory in the third ODI on Sat¬ 
urday at the same venue. 

With several senior players 
either rested or injured, fol¬ 
lowing a surfeit of cricket over 
the preceding six months, the 
visitors have chosen a young 
squad who have acquitted 
themselves well so far. 

Raina disclosed that the 
world champions are likely to 
make a few changes to their 
winning squad. 


Manoj Tiwary, Vinay 
Kumar, Ravichandran Ash- 
win, and Wriddihiman Saha, 
who are all yet to play in any 
of the ODIs, are therefore ex¬ 
pected to get some time on 
the field. 

"We have a couple of guys 
sitting on the bench," said 
Raina. "I hope everyone gets a 
chance in the last two games." 

Raina was excited about 
the way his side has played so 
far, considering they had little 
time to prepare for the series. 

Most of the players were 
engaged in the Indian Premier 
League (IPL), and that ended 
only a week prior to the open¬ 
ing match on the Caribbean 
tour. 

"God has been very kind to 
all the boys," he said. "Credit 
goes to (coach) Duncan 
Fletcher, (bowling consultant) 
Eric Simons and the other 
support staff. We have gelled 
well as a team." 


Jeter edges toward 3,000 as 
Yankees win 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Derek 
Jeter smacked a pair of RBI 
singles Sunday, moving 
within seven hits of reaching 
3,000 for his career as the 
New York Yankees beat 
Cleveland 9-1. 

Alex Rodriguez drove in 
three runs for the Yankees, 
who beat the slumping Indi¬ 
ans for the third straight time. 

Jeter singled in a five-run 
fifth inning and again during 
a three-run eighth. 

In the fifth, Jeter belted an 
inside pitch from Cleveland 
start Josh Tomlin to right field 
for career hit number 2,992. 

In the eighth, Jeter nabbed 
number 2,993 with a ground- 
ball single off Chad Durbin. 

The Yankees captain, who 
was 0-for-4 against Cleveland 
on Saturday, has four more 
games in the team's current 
homestand to reach the 3,000- 
hit milestone before the Yan¬ 
kees depart on a six-game 
road trip. 



Jeter is trying to become 
just the 28th Major League 
Baseball player to join the 
3,000-hit club. 

Although the storied Yan¬ 


kees franchise has been home 
to some of the game's greats, 
no player has reached the 
milestone while wearing Yan¬ 
kee pinstripes. 

The last player to reach 
3,000 was Craig Biggio, who 
pursued the mark during the 
2007 regular season, his final 
year in the majors. 

Biggio finished his career 
with 3,060 hits, all for the 
Houston Astros. 

Jeter would join Biggio as 
one of only 10 players to have 
accomplished the feat with 
one team. 

Jeter, who ranks 28th on 
the all-time hit list, would not 
pass anyone else until he 
reaches the milestone. 
Roberto Clemente sits at ex¬ 
actly 3,000. 

Pete Rose tops the all-time 
hits list with 4,256, although 
his feat hasn't earned him 
place in the Hall of Fame be¬ 
cause of his ban from baseball 
for betting on games. 


Liriano loses no-hitter but Twins win 



MINNEAPOLIS, Minnesota 
(AFP) - Francisco Liriano 
flirted with his second no-hit- 
ter of the season on Sunday 
and even after Adrian Beltre 
broke it up with a single in the 
eighth inning Liriano's Twins 
defeated Texas 6-1. 

Liriano, who held the 
Chicago White Sox hitless on 
May 3, was perfect through 
six innings. He needed just 64 


pitches to retire the first 18 
batters he faced. 

Elvis Andrus was the first 
Rangers player to reach base, 
when Minnesota's rookie 
third baseman Luke Hughes 
made a fielding error with one 
out in the seventh. 

The Twins scored five 
times in the bottom of the 
seventh. Although it gave him 
a cushion, Liriano may have 
felt his 29-minute absence 
from the mound. 

When he returned in the 
eighth, Beltre hit a hard single 
to left center field to end Liri¬ 
ano's bid to become the first 
Twins pitcher to throw two 
nine-inning no-hitters in the 
same season. 

Dean Chance had a pair of 
hitless performances in Au¬ 
gust 1967, but the first one 
was a five-inning game. 


Roy Halladay pitched two 
no-hitters last year - a perfect 
game against Florida in the 
regular season and a no-hitter 
against Cincinnati in the Na¬ 
tional League playoffs. 

Nolan Ryan was the last 
pitcher to throw a pair of no¬ 
hitters in the same regular 
season, in 1973 for the Cali¬ 
fornia Angels. 

Liriano was the American 
League's comeback player of 
the year last season. 

He burst onto the major 
league scene in 2006, going 
12-3 with a 2.16 ERA. 

But his explosive motion 
contributed to an ailing arm 
near the end of that season 
which required elbow liga¬ 
ment replacement surgery. 

He missed all of 2007 and 
for two years after that fought 
to regain his form.
